The laW provides a tax of three- 


fourths of a cent a pound on all pota- 
toes sold in excess of the national al- 
lotment. The past provided that firms 
.which produce five bushels or legs ah-- 
nuolly were exempted from the tax. 


Under the new regulation, upon ap- 


plication, the grower will receive a 
tax-free allotment cqualHo his annual 
sales during the years 1932-35, up to 50 
bushels. 


If a grawcr wishes to sell more than 


50 bushels, he must apply for a sales 
allotment to be approved by county 
and state allotment committees. 


LITTLE ROCK—The state revenue 


Commissioner has authority to cancel 
liquor permits December 31 in cases 
where the dealer applied for ii year's 
permit, but paid only half the annual 
ice, the attorney general's office rul- 
ed Thursday. 


The 1935 liquor law provided that 


after July 1 only annual.permits could 
be issued, but gave dealers the option 
of paying the Jit-eiite fee in equal in-

The public may be 
only the rest of the- family or Aunt 
Lottie and Uncle Jack. It' does not 
follow that quick' and swift: retribu- 
tion is not necessary at times, public 
or none, but the less it happens the 
better. 


Punishment Beyond Desserts 


Then there- is the outrageous pun- 


ishment. A child's own sense of1 jus- 
tice gives him a fair idea of reason- 
able pay-off for what he has done. 
To hurt him beyond reason, to dis- 
grace him, to scare him by tying or 
shutting him in a closet, not only 
damage his emotional content hut set 
up an antagonism against rule and 
authority. 


If society is going to demand retri- 


bution far beyond his desserts, fig- 
ures the child, then he is finished with 
it.

Hempstead county, in a letter to Gov- 
ernor Futrell Tuesday, advises that he 
does not favor any increase in taxa- 
tion, either on motorists or any one 
else, for the purpose of obtaining 
funds with which to finance the State 
Centennial next year. 


It has been proposed that the gover- 


nor call a special session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and either increase the 
50-cent drivers' license lo $1.00 or 
find some other means of taxation in 
order to finance the Centennial pro- 
gram. 


Mr. Pilkinton states tnat Act. 180 


of the fast session of the General Ait* 
s«mb1y ptoVides for th« Centennial 
ami that Its sponsors moke \nt ilftte* 
ment In the act that the eeleorttfon 
Wilt be paid for out of public draft" 
tions, and it is his belief that this 
plan should be strictly adhered? to, 
instead of finding some means of 
compelling the people of Arkansas to 
finance the Centennial. 


Mr. Pilkinton's letter to the gover- 


nor follows: 
"Hon. J, M. Futrell, Governor, 
Little Rock, Arkansas. 
Dear Governor; 


"I have just received, and read, the 


proposed bill by the Arkansas Con' 
tennlal Commission, also your state- 
ment of November 30, released to the 
press. 


"I believe that I have as much state 


pride and love of ancestry as any one, 
and I am willing to do my part insofar 
as 1 am able for my state. 


"However, when it comes to a legis- 


lative measure to compel the people 
to contribute to a cause of this kind, 
I do not feel that my pride and love 
can override the present conditions 
facing the people at this time. As 
much as I would like to see a Centen- 
nial to celebrate the birth of our 
state, I cannot vote to place any ad- 
ditional tax burdens upon our people. 


"Why 
not ask the patriotic public to 


donate to this fund as is provided in 
Act 180? 1 believe that most of the 
drivers when paying their licenses, 
if asked, will gladly donate 50 centl 
or a dollar to this cause. A receipt can 
be issued for the amount so donated 
at no additional cost, for I am sure 
the revenue department will gladly 
add this little Work on its collectors. 


"I would like to see a Centennial in 


1936, 
but I will not vote any extra 


taxes on my people. With kindest per- 
sonal regards, I am

Among the alternative suggestions 


of the Stnte Centennial Commission 
for revenue are: A removal of all ex- 
emptions from the sales tax; an In- 
crease in the gallonage tax on liquor;

liquor drinking as a privilege, and re- 
quiring the issuance of permits at $1 
each; and a tax of 10 per cent on .nil 
state, county, and city salaries over 
$2,000 a year.

500,000. The Commission expects these

rebuilding Jerusalem proceeded slow- 
ly, and it is doubtful what might have 
been the issue had not Ezra, the priest, 
received enforcements from an unex- 
pected quarter. 


Nehemiah was a Jew born in exile 


wh ohac! never seen Jerusalem. He 
occupied a place of prominence at the 
court of Babylon where he was cup- 
bearer to King Artaxerxes. He tells, 
in the book of the Bible which bears 
his name, how, when he had brought 
wine to the king .and was saddened by 
reports of the ill fortune of those who 
had gone to rebuild Jerusalem, the 
king inquired concerning his sadness. 
The result was that King Artaxerxes 
gave Neherniah authority to go to j 
Jerusalem and take charge of things 
as governor. 


The effect, apparently, was imme- 


diate, and "it came to pass" became 
symbolic of Nehemiah and his achieve- 
ment. Apparently he brought few, if 
any, associates to Jerusalem, but he 
inspired those who were already there, 
and who were discouraged and beaten 
in their task, with a new spirit and 
hope. 


In civil, military, and administrative 


leadership he became what Ezra was 
to the people in a spiritual way. He 
organized the people against their en- 
emies, dividing them into those who 
bore arms and defended, while the 
other half built the broken walls of 
the city. 


It is a striking picture of how even 


those who built performed their work 
with their swords belted to them, 
ready for immediate action. 


Nehemiah's 
enemies, 
when 
they 


found they could not break down his 
defensive and constructive measures, 
sought to entrap him by strategy. They 
desired him to come outside of the 
city for conference; but ho sensed 
their purpose and refused to come 
clown from his task of building. 


When his enemies corrupted the 


professed prophets, who warned him 
of danger to his life and urged him to 
a conference in the temple where his 
enemies were evidently preparing to 
take him, Nehemiah showed himself 
as much above fear as he was above 
:my other allurement. 


He stands as a noble figure of his- 


thc 


tory, a man with all the idealism and 
earnestness of his race in mind anc 
heart, incorruptible, firm in will un- 
selfish and devoted to the common 
weal.

Nehemiah acted with decisiveness, but 
with a purpose, also, to lead men to 
ight action through sound principles 
ather than by drastic and dictatorial 
lethods. 
Such selfish exploitation under his 
nfluence became a disgrace, and the 
ew society in the new Jerusalem 
•as marked by an. environment and 
tmosphere which rebuked the mean- 
ess and selfishness of men 
The example of, Nehemiah'is worthy 
t careful study in the life of present- 
ay neds and problems. A few Nehe- 
niahs in our modern American life 
light accomplish equal miracles of re- 
>nstruction and redemption, for it is 
/ortli while to note the Nehemiah 
ucceeded in his task. 
His work illustrates what can be 
one by u determined people well or 
aimed and guided, and brought into 
elulionsluDs of mutual defense and 
nilcd action.

Prison attaches said it was the first

night early in October, was carried 
cut in such secrecy that only Warden 
Mark O. Kimberling and the two prin- 
cipals knew of it. The warden said he 
stood at a distance and did not hear 
the conversation which lasted more 
than an hour. 


Governor Hoffman 
also 
disclosed 


that he had urged the seven other 
members of the Court of Pardons to 
call on Hauptmann and "learn his side 
of the case at first hand." 


William S. Conklin, the governor's 


press aide, said: 


"The governor pointed out that the 


Court of Pardons is a court of mercy, 
and he believes that every member 
of the court should hear Hauptmann's 
story first-hand at the prison because 
he cannot ;be brought 
before the 


court.'1 


The Court of Pardons 
would be 


Hauptmann's last resort if his appeal 
is rejected by the United States Su- 
preme Court.

"pleaded his complete 
innocence," 


Governor Hoffman declined to divulge 
details. He denied he was conducting 
a private investigation of the case. 


"Some people have been working in 


the matter," he said, "but I am not at 
liberty to discuss it."
